IN TEXAS. 


The advantage to be had by this 
method over that of the work conc 
by individuals is that a greater va­ 
riety of seeds can be experimented 
with and closer and more expert 
attention can be given them. 
The 
various ways in which the work 
can be done makes it possible to 
develop seeds that are adapted to 
any soil; also for upland and low­ 
land, sand, black waxy, loam or 
clay. It would be within the range 
of the work of such an institution 
also to try the growth of crops that 
have not been cultivated to any 
'extent in this part of the country, 
and to select the best varieties of 
such for the various sections of the 
State. 
In 
this 
connection 
also 
plant breeding could be carried on 
with especial 
reterence 
to dry 


weather plants, or the varieties of 
plants now grown in the various 
sections of the State that are best 
adopted to the dry localities. 
Prof. H . H . Harrington, presi­ 
dent of 
the 
Agricultural 
and 
Mechanical College, made a splen­ 
did suggestion when, in a letter to 
the N ew s recently on the subject 
of the extension of the experim ent 
station work, he 
mentioned the 
establishm ent of a plant breeding 
and selecting station. 
V iew ing the 
work from all standpoints, ii seems 
probable that such a station would 
be of more practical value than any 
other work that could be done in 
the way of experim ental work. 
Good seed adapted to the clim ate 
and soils of the section in which it 
is proposed to grow them , are as 
important as a practical know lege 


of the soil itself. 
Such a station, located in any 
suitable section, w ill no doubt be 
one of the most helpful agencies to 
the farmer that could possibly be 
established for him, and it is good 
business for the State that lt be es­ 
tablished. 
It is to be hoped that 
the Legislature w ill give the work 
being done by the agriculture and 
experim ent stations close and well- 
considered attention, and that it 
w ill see to it that stations are es­ 
tablished throughout the state, aud 
that the ones now established are 
well cared for when the matter of 
appropriations is reached. 
It can 
not give its attention to a more 
necessary or more deserving work.

Retiring Governor Says President Does 
Not Understand Question. 
Sacram ento,, Jan. 9.—T he m essage 
of retiring Governor Pardee was read 
to the legislature Tuesday. 
Referring 
to the Japanese 
question. Governor 
Pardee declared th at In common with 
the people of the east, who have had 
no experience with the unassim llative 
people of China and Japan, the presi­ 
dent does not understand the racial 
difference between the Japanese and 
the Chinese and the people of Caucis- 
ian blood. He said th at equal facilities 
are accorded the Japanese In their 
schools with those accorded the Cau­ 
casian cbildren in their schools, but 
that on account of their deficient learn­ 
ing the Japanese must be enclassed.

TOLD BY SLAYDEN. 


Texas Congressman Relates Story of 
Brownsville Matter. 
W ashington, Jan. 9.—An echo of the 
! assault of Brownsville by mem bers of 
the Twenty-fifth infantry was heard 
tuesday in the house. Representative 
Slayden of Texas telling with eon si d- 
; erable detail the story of the Bight in 
August when the troop: shot up the 
town of Brownsville in his state. 
Mr. Slayden dOTotade much time to I 
a careful analysis of the conditions of 
* the white and black races, and taiil ! 
. th at race prejudice was at the bottom [ 
of the assault. 
“In the history of negro troops in 
the United S tates,” said Mr. Slayden, 
“one finds many chapters that tell of 
, violent breaches of discipline, of riot- 
! ous and mutinous conduct, of m urder 
' and race hostility." 
In declaring the negro race to be 
! unfit for American soldiers the Texas I 
congressm an said he had viewed only 
the circum stances of their service. He 
I did not im peach their physical courage. 
"This is a virtue,” he said, "that be- 
I longs to nearly all men, and if there 
j is any difference between savage and 
I civilized man in this respect 'h e su- 
! periority possibly lies with the sav­ 
age, who is undeterred from rash ven- 
| turps by thought of the cot sequences.” 
j 
Mr. Slayden spoke of the sympathy 
that welds people into a homogenous 
present and social mass, but said th a t 
it “has never existed, nod never will j 
exist between negroes and w hites.” 
Mr. Slayden reviewed the history of | 
the Twenty-fifth infantry, and said it 
has a particularly vicious record, and 
going into particulars, he said that 
j while stationed at Fort Meade, S. D., 
In the sum m er of 1885, a corporal of 
th at regim ent m urdered a citizen, and 
the people of the community lynched 
I the b o rd erer. 
About three weeks aft­ 
er the lynching fifteen or tw enty ne­ 
gro soldiers raided and shot up the 
J town of Sturgis, which is only a mile 
and a half from the post, and at Win* 
nam ucka, Nev., was the next ecene of 
a crim inal outbreak by this regiment. 
Then came the outbreak at Fort Nio­ 
brara, Neb., where a “wanton and cold­ 
blooded m urder” was committed. 
O ther instances of law lessness 
by 
negro troops were also detailed. Speak 
ing of the Brownsville shooting, Mr. 
Slayden said: 
“It seem s absurd that at this late 
day we should be asking who did the 
shooting. 
I fail to see where there s 
room for such doubt. 
If the soldiers 
had been white, and the circum stances 
the sam e; if the same mass of clear, 
strong evidence against them had been 
subm itted, and if the president had 
dism issed them from the service in 
the sam e nanner there would not only 
have been no douht as to who were 
the m urderers, but the action oi th* 
president would have 
been 
almost 
unanim ously approved. 
But then the 
w hites were not available political as­ 
set, handled in bulk, which explains 
many things.” 
Praeticaly all of Tuesday was given 
over by the senate leaders of both par­ 
ties in an effort to bring about harm o­ 
ny betw een opposing views concern­ 
ing the proposed investigation of the 
affray at Brownsville which amounts 
to an agreem ent between Senators 
F oraker and Lodge has been attained 
by their friends, but inasmuch as it 
was decided now to present the com­ 
promise resolutions until all of the sen­ 
ators desiring to do so 
had 
made 
speeches on the subject of the dism iss­ 
al of the negro troops it is not abso­ 
lutely certain th at the peace plans will 
not be upheld.

City of Mexico, Jan. 9.- -R eports re­ 
ceived from Rio Bianco and Nogal 
in the Orizaba mill district indicate 
that the government he* completely 
m astered the situation. 
The strikers 
have ceased all acts of violence in th«* 
presence of the large body of troops 
rushed there from this capital and 
nearby garrisons. 
The seriousness of 
the affair, however, was realized Ti: 
day 
when it was made known that 
thirty of the workmen were kill* ii 
outright and over eighty wound* d by 
the soldiers, who were compelled I- 
fire on tho main body of the rioters 
before they could be dispersed. 
K 
was learned that after pillaging tho 
store of of the company at the Rio 
Blanco mills they became em b o ld en s 
by their success. 
A part of the mea 
rushed to Nogales, a short distant *' 
away, where is located another mill. 
Telegraph, telephone and electric light 
wires were cut, and pawnshops and 
even private 
homes 
were 
pillaged. 
Then the jails were throw n open and 
the prisoners set free. 
Residents of 
the mill tow ns fled in terror to the city 
of Orizaba. 
W hen the strikers reached Nogales 
one mill official and gendarm es from 
O rizaba made an ineffective attem pt 
to check them . A striker named More­ 
los threw a huge stone at Senor Har- 
rera, m ayor of the city of Orizaba 
striking th at official on the head, bad­ 
ly wounding him. 
H errera arose from 
where he had fallen and shot Morelos, 
killing him instantly. 
Then a body of 
troops arrived, and as the strikers a t­ 
tem pted to resist, a volley was poured 
Into the mob, killing thirty and wound­ 
ing over eighty. 
After this the mob 
was scattered, the strikers gathering 
together in groups at various points. 
a body of 500 collected on a railway 
track and held the train for the city 
of Vera Cruz for several hours, tho 
engineer not daring to i un through the 
crowd. 
Finally 
troops 
arrived 
and 
charged the men with broad swords, 
scattering them. 
The jails and arm ories are filled 
with im prisoned strikers.
